Mumps vaccine re-launched 


Didsbury releases shots schedule

The Calgary Health 
Region (CHR) has 
announced the re-launch 
of an enhanced mumps 
vaccination program. 

It has been determined 
that two dates will be 
made available for 
Didsbury residents to 
make appointments and 
receive their vaccination. 

Sandy Phillips, manager 
of public health for 
Didsbury-Airdrie- 
Strathmore says May 23 
and June 3 are the times¬ 


lots for the free shots at 
the Didsbury Health Unit. 

“I am quite excited that 
we have been able to 
offer this vaccine for peo¬ 
ple in Didsbury," she said, 
adding that more dates 
are expected to be added. 

Residents of Uarstairs 
and Cremona are also 
encouraged to call for an 
appointment if they fall 
into the targeted age cate¬ 
gory 

According to CHR 
spokesperson Leanne 
Dohy, the campaign is 
aimed at those born 
between the years 1980 


and 1990. 

“They have been identi¬ 
fied as being susceptible, 
so it’s sort of a catch-up 
program," she said. 

“They are identified as a 
priority group as there is 
an increased rate of trans¬ 
mission at that age. More 
close contact." 

The CHR says most 
Albertans born between 
1980 and 1990 received 
only a single dose of 
mumps-containing vac¬ 
cine while infants. 

“At the time they were 
young, the thinking was 
that one dose was enough 


and then you find out that 
one dose wasn’t enough,” 
says Dohy. 

As a result, a second 
dose of vaccine is now 
recommended for satis¬ 
factory protection. 

The vaccine program 
was stopped in December 
when an unexpected 
number of allergic reac¬ 
tions were found among 
CHR residents in 
December. 

In response, the Public 
Health Agency of Canada 
completed an investiga¬ 
tion into the vaccine, 
later determining it to be 


safe. 

The vaccine was 
released from quaratine 
in April, and initially re- 
released in Lethbridge to 
address an area outbreak. 

“It was more urgent 
that it start there first,” 
said Dohy. 

To that end, the number 
of mumps cases has 
decreased to only two 
reported incidents in 
April. In contrast, the 
CHR experienced 161 
cases of mumps from 
Sept 2007 to April. 30 of 
this year. 

“We’ve seen the number 


drop off quite dramatical¬ 
ly,” said Dohy, adding that 
the additional time to 
organize the campaign 
proved helpful. 

“We’ve had some time 
to gear up. The logistics 
of planning a large vac 
cine program are pretty 
complicated, so it’s 
preferable to have some 
time to do some plan¬ 
ning." 

The program will he in 
effect until August 29.

Public relations 
fight ongoing 
for Alberta

The Stebnach government lias announced that its 
newly implemented emission reduction plans are 
working well, helping to clean up the province wliile 
at the same time keeping the powerhouse oil and 
gas industry humming along nicely. 

As the county’s largest polluter, Alberta is always 
being scrutinized by environmental watchdogs to 
see if the provincial government really is prepared 
do enough to fight climate change. 

“Our action is resulting in real benefits for 
Alberta," said Premier Ed Stelmach. “We art* encour¬ 
aging the creation of innovative low-carbon technol¬ 
ogy in this province and our offset system is encour¬ 
aging emission reductions in other sectors ranging 
from fanning to alternative energy producers.” 

Under the Stelmach plan, sands facilities, coal- 
fired power plants and others met a requirement to 
reduce the intensity of their greenhouse gas ('mis¬ 
sions by 12 jH'r cent. Companies had until March 31, 
2008 to comply with the Allx*rta law. 

The province gave companies three options for 
meeting the reduction: improve the energy efficien¬ 
cy of their operations, buy carbon credits in the 
Alberta-based offset system or pay $15 into the 
Climate Change and Emissions Management Fund 
for every tonne over their reduction target. 

The province says early results show that compa¬ 
nies made more than 2.5 million tonnes of reduc¬ 
tions through operational changes and practices, 
including through better use and re-use of energy 
and by investing in verified offsets creak'd by other 
Alberta projects. 

Companies also chose to pay approximately $40 
million into the Climate Change and Emissions 
Management Fund, which the province says will be 
invested in projects and tecluiology to reduce gnvn- 
house gas emissions. 

The reduction is equivalent to taking 550,000 vehi¬ 
cles off file road. 

Such massive reductions in emissions should be 
applauded by everyone concerned with climate 
change and the impact of pollution on the well-being 
of ordinary citizens. 

Yet any gains on the public relations front that file 
newly announced reduction figure's may have gar¬ 
nered for Alberta have been more than offset by file 
Stebnach government’s grossly inept handling of the 
recent duck kill disaster at Fort McMurray. 

“I would like the Minister of International Affairs 
to explain how he could promote his government as 
being environmentally respoasible when 500 birds 
wen* stuck in a tailings pond so toxic that 99 |x*r 
cent of water fowl that lands in one dies,” says 
Liberal leaders Kevin Taft. 

Nobody is talking about the massive emission 
reductions Alberta has made over the past year. 
Instead they an* talking about dead ducks and how 
the Stelmach government would rather hide photos 
of the carnage t han come clean with the public. 

But then again, does anyone really believe the 
Stelmach Tories can* one way or another about 
wluit jHHjple think alxiiit them?

No complaining, please

In his hook A Complaint-free 
World’, Pastor Will Bowen put for¬ 
ward this premise: we all complain 
far too much. He proposed a chal¬ 
lenge to his congregation. They 
were invited to join him in a trial 
to achieve 21 days without com¬ 
plaining Each participant was 
issued a free purple bracelet. 

The project was organized by 
Bowen and his secretary, Marcia. 
Purple was chosen simply because 
it wasn't yet in use in the prevalent 
commemorative rubber bracelets. 
The distributor only had purple 
bracelets with the logo "spirit", a 
leftover from a local high school’s 
program. Bowen decided to go 
with it, calling his endeavour "the 
spirit of change". 

He explained the challenge. Each 
time a participant vocalized a com¬ 
plaint, he was required to remove 
his bracelet to the opposite wrist 
and begin again. There was no 
grace period, other than a com¬ 
plaint that did not leave the mouth 
remained unheard and uncounted. 

Bowen proposed the 21-day peri¬ 
od as he had read this is the time 
required to form a new habit. How 
difficult could it be? He consid¬ 
ered himself an optimistic, upbeat 
person. He reported that by the 
end of the first day, his wrists 
were sore front switching that 


lovely purple bracelet from right 
to left, again and again. After one 
week, his personal best was 
switching only five times a day, 
and then he slid back to multiple 
times yet again. 

He was stunned to realize he 
complained constantly. He spent 
time with complainers and fed off 
them. Bowen became determined 
to do better. He began to choose 
his companions carefully. He 
spent more time in thought before 
vocalizing. After a month into his 
program he achieved three succes¬ 
sive complaint-free days. 

Bowen invited the Kansas City 
Star newspaper to feature his chal¬ 
lenge. His church would provide 
free bracelets to all who wished to 
join him. His secretary had 
reordered the original 500 several 
times. She now ordered 9,000. The 
church set up a website especially 
for the request and shipping of the 
purple bracelets. Other papers 
picked up the story and eventually 
Bowen’s challenge was covered on 
both the Today Show and the 
Oprah Winfrey Show. By the writ¬ 
ing of his book, over 0 million had 
accepted the challenge. 

Bowen has received a constant 
flow of e-mails. Most participants 
report an average of four to eight 
months to achieve their goal. At 
least one confessed to 18 months. 
Some gave up altogether. Many 
wore out several bracelets and 


had to order more. The majority 
realized just how destructive their 
constant stream of complaints had 
been. They began to hear what 
they were actually saying. Some 
reported putting hand-over-mouth 
or stopping mid-sentence. Some 
families had nothing to say to one 
another at mealtimes. Eventually, 
into the silences came expressions 
of gratitude and encouragement. 

Bowen shared his insight gained 
from this challenge to himself. He 
said try and imagine a world with¬ 
out the "ear pollution" of com¬ 
plaints. The first step toward 
progress is dissatisfaction, but 
don't stay there. Focus on what 
you want to see in your life, not on 
what you don't. 

Marcia, the church secretary 
said, "Before I let the words out, I 
think about them and set to 
achieve something positive with 
what I say." 

Another successful participant, 
Jack Ring, stated, "Keeping our 
complaints quiet can be compared 
to the silence of meditation; it’s 
easier to hear God talk to us." 

Bowen accepts that there are 
times when it is appropriate to 
speak to an issue but stresses the 
importance of doing so in a posi¬ 
tive manner. He stated that the 
logo, "spirit" means breath and 
exhorts each of us to take a breath 
before we speak and consider 
what we are about to say.

Haynes says the transi¬ 
tion to judge wasn’t a diffi¬ 
cult one. 

“1 read the rules,” he 
says. 

After that, Haynes was 
hired as head judge for 
Rangeland Derby. 

“I made a lot of changes," 
he recalls. 

One of which included 
changing the stove rack 
from being almost on the 
ground to being placed in 
the wagon. 

“...Nineteen horses 
would break their legs, and 
I list'd to try and get that 
changed. When 1 got to he 
head judge, 1 said ‘this is 
going to happen.’" 

The old racetrack in 
Calgary was half a mile 
long and included horse 
races during the same time 
as the rotleo. 

Haynes says dust was a 
definite problem. 

“It was so dusty that 
when you’re facing the 
south and you’re going up 
the backstretch, you could¬ 
n’t see anything. 1 often 
thought how dumb I was to 
he doing this. That’s why 
horses stepped in the stove 
rack and had so many acci¬ 
dents. 

Barrel settings were 
another switch that Haynes 
was behind. 

“When you’d come 
through the track, you’d 
have to make such a sharp 
turn at the bottom barrels, 
so many guys were tipping 
over. The crowd loved it, 
hut it was hard on the driv¬ 
ers and hard on the hors¬ 
es," he said, of the decision 
to push the top barrel 
down, so the driver would 
approach it squarely. 

From his work in chuck- 
wagons, Haynes' home 
should he filled with mem¬ 
orabilia, hut it isn't. 

The cowboy’s face curves 
into a smile, “all my stuff 
I’ve gotten over the years, I 
give to my kids and grand¬ 
children. I can't see the 
sense in it sitting at my 
place and nobody ever see¬ 
ing il" 

Now into his retirement, 
Haynes, who calls Kelly 
Sutherland the best driver 
he’s ever seen, says he'll 
continue to he a fan of the 
sport.

fter over four 
decades on the job, 
it would be easy to 
expect Norm Haynes’voice 
to have some reservation 
or self-doubt when dis¬ 
cussing his decision to 
retire. 

But it doesn’t. 

The personable Haynes, 
76, is a proud father, and 
grandfather, and with 41 
years under his belt as 
head judge at Rangeland 
Derby, he’s decided to shift 
gears and spend more time 
at his Didsbury-area home. 

“The Calgary Stampede 
treated me super - every¬ 
one did. And I hope I treat¬ 
ed them the same way," he 
says. 

As a young man, Haynes 
wasn’t just busy with hors¬ 
es, he also made an impact 
on the ice, playing semi-pro 
hockey for the Calgary 
Buffaloes. 

Reflecting, Haynes 
remembers that many of 
his teammates and oppo-

the next step to the big 
leagues. 

“Most of them went NHL, 
I went cowboy,” he laughs. 

While Haynes’ time as 
head judge with Rangeland 
Derby spanned 41 years, 
his passion for ehuckwag- 
on races dipped deeper 
into his history. 

His enjoyment for the 
sport started while watch¬ 
ing his father compete. 

“I’ve been to most chuck- 
wagon races in Calgary 
since I was probably six- 
years-old," he explains. 

At 12, Haynes worked as 
a bant hoy at the Calgary 
Stampede, but it wasn't 
until three years later that 
he was offered his first true 
opportunity.

2008 Advance Payments Program 
Federal Assistance to the Livestock Sector 


Through the Advance Payments Program (APP), producers can get repayable cash advances to help 
improve their cash-flow. 

As part of a national action plan to help hog and cattle producers, improvements have been made to 
the APP for 2008 to give livestock producers easier access to cash advances, including: 

• Removing the requirement for livestock producers to use a Business Risk Management (BRM) 
program as security for a cash advance and allowing producers to use only inventory as security. 
Producers are still required to participate in an eligible BRM program to get a cash advance. 

• Declaring that a state of severe economic hardship exists for the cattle and hog sectors so that 
emergency advances of up to $400,000 are available to eligible producers for the 2008-09 
production period
